WHEREAS, property owners have initiated several amendments to 
the Future Land Use Atlas of the 1989 Comprehensive plan; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted 
a public hearing on December 8 and December 13, 1993 to review the 
proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan and 
made recommendations regarding the proposed amendments to the Palm 
Beach County Board of County Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 163, 
Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, 
as the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public 
hearing pursuant to Chapter 163, Florida Statutes, on January 24 
and March 1, 1994 to review the recommendations of the Local 
Planning Agency, whereupon the Board of County Commissioners 


authorized transmittal of proposed amendments to the Department of 
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Community Affairs for review and comment pursuant to Chapter 163, 


Florida Statutes; and

No development orders, development permits, or 
land uses dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence 
before it has become effective. If a final order of noncompliance 
is issued by the Administration Commission, this amendment may 
nevertheless be made effective by adoption of a resolution 


affirming its effective status, a copy of which resolutions shall

Growth is expected to occur mainly in those areas served by the larger providers. The large 
providers include PBCWUD, ENCON, Seacoast Utilities, Acme Improvement District and the 
unincorporated areas served by West Palm Beach, Boynton Beach and Boca Raton. The focus 
of the Sanitary Sewer Sub-Element is therefore based upon those providers. 


The Palm Beach County Water Utilities Department (PBCWUD) service area for wastewater 
collection, treatment and disposal is divided into two separate regions, for planning and 
operational purposes. The dividing line between these regions, referred to as the Central and 
Southern Regions, is Lantana Lake Worth Road. The regionalization concept is the outcome of 
Master Plans prepared for the PBCWUD and represents the best approach to replacement and 
consolidation of developer constructed facilities with limited service lives. Utilization of existing 
capacity and facilities is consistent with Comprehensive Regional Policy Plan Prepared by The 
Treasure Coast Regional Planning Council. The Central Region is currently served by the East 
Central Regional Wastewater Treatment Plant (ECRWWTP) operated by the City of West Palm 
Beach, and the exictivg PBCWUD 2S wastewater treatment plant, utilized as an auxiliary 
treatment alternative (1).
